Hi David,

Here’s our response feel free to use.

At this point in time, EPA’s Office of Resource Conservation and Recovery is not considering any new regulations
specifically for the disposal of treated seeds.

When materials are discarded, they are considered solid wastes, and the regulation of waste disposal is subject to
applicable federal and state regulations. Non-hazardous solid waste disposal is generally regulated at the state level.
Specific criteria must be met to determine whether a solid waste is a hazardous waste under the Resource Conservation
and Recovery Act. EPA does not have regulations specifically for the disposal of treated seeds; however, the state
regulations of the disposal of treated seed depends on several factors, including which pesticides the seed was treated
with, how it is being disposed of, and if the discarded seed meets the definition of hazardous waste. If seeds were treated
with pesticides, under Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act (FIFRA), determining whether a disposal
exemption applies examination of the pesticide use to treat the seeds and the applicable label requirements and claims. If
it is considered hazardous waste, it must be managed under the RCRA hazardous waste regulations when disposed of.
The person who makes the decision to discard a product is the generator of the waste and responsible for the
proper identification and management of that waste.
